Yu Hsien, late governor of Shan Si, 
•who is said to have been responsible 
for the death of many missionaries, 
has committed suicide by swallowing 
gold leaf. 


Minister Wu regards this act as a re- 


sult of the disfavor which these hish 
officials have received from the throne. 


Minister Wu's advices today 
also 


i show that Prince Tuan has been visit- 


ed with severe censure from the throne 
to such an extent that it would be ro 
surprise If he followed the course of 
Yu Sien. He has teen ^/evented from 
accompanying1 the imperial court to, 
Sinan Fu, and remains at Shansi, cut 
off 
from further 
Influence on 
the 


throne. 


It is expected he will be banished, 


which, to a prince of the blood, is worse 
than decapitation, and under the Chi- 
nese idea of propriety, suicide is likely 
to be his end.

eimlr.atlon. While the officers are wait- 
Ing for these two important reports, they 
sje devoting their time in getting evi- 
dence in shape to proceed against John 
C. Be»t, providing Officer Proctor and 
'Proffcssofr Wood m*k« reports that the 
;«moers believe wlU be made.

jprexjticxHy certain that Besit will not 
jtake the stand at tb« hearing in tho 
JLynn police court on Tuesday.

'with Bailey before he started for the 
feouse of Charles Deerr, the man who satv 
klm last. 


The police put a good deal of strew on 
this quarrel, the details of which Best 
has never told. 
Best aays there were 


words, and the police say that Best, be- 
ing drunk, by his own admission, brooded 
•ver the affair and added to it with a 
drinker's rtmeittbrance of past wrong's 
or supposed wrongs, and then took things 
Into his own hands and used the rifle. 
They say that the quarrel was the culmi- 
nation of the unsatisfactory life at the 
farm, the end of endurance and the be- 
ginning of the thought of awful crime. 


The police officials believe that their 


showing on Uiese facts will be sufficient. 
When they have shown, these points 
Best will, they eipect, be held without 
bail for the grand jury. 
If the expert 


testimony ia at hand, it may or may not 
be put In. 
I-f Best takes the stand, and 
it 5s not likely, a continuance may pos-

Says Bryan's Aniwtrr Was Evasive. 


Syracuse, Oct. 26.—The closing speeeh-

cATING TOO MUCH. 


Tie H»»lt Lead* Not Onlr to Disease, 


bat to Death. 


Dr. Cyrus Edson of Kew York says: If 


it were not for the practice of overeating 
there would be, broadly speaking, nothing 
for doctors to do, for overeating leuds 
not only to disease, but to death. There 
is hardly a duy in the your that I do uot 
learn of a death traceable to this cause. 


Now, 
what should he done to remedy 


this condition? It is well, of course, in 
the first place to avoid banquets and too 
frequent dining out, a practice which So 
often produces fatal results, yet it is, 
after all, only about 1 per cent of the 
population which suffers from banquets. 
To the great mass of the people that 
daily poisons itself through ignorance 
and greediness I would say, Study your 
own system. 


Experiment until you discover the mini- 


mum of food upon which you can live and 
work. This will depend upon the amount 
of exercise you take. Do not crowd up 
that misunderstood engine, your body, 
with fuel which it cannot properly con- 
sume and which could only serve to pro- 
duce energy which you have no opportu- 
nity to expend. It is of course a truism 
that a man physically active requires 
more food than one who, for instance, 
sits at a desk all day. When you have 
discovered the amount of nourishment you 
literally need to supply you with working 
energy, with a little margin for reserve, 
do not exceed it. Otherwise the unassim- 
ilated food will fill your system with a 
poison which will ultimately result in the 
particular form of disease to which your 
individual constitution renders you most 
susceptible. 


Avoid alcohol. This statement may be 


accepted literally. The human system re- 
quires no alcohol. In this case abstinence 
is better than temperance. 


Avoid too much meat. The average 


man sins more often here than in any 
other direction. On the other hand, I 
would not couusri- absolute vegetaria^- 
ism, admirable though its theory is in 
many respects. Thuugh man was origi- 
nally a fructivorous nnd graminivorous 
animal he has through so many centuries 
accustomed himself to the practice of 
meat eating that he could not^forswear 
it suddenly without injury to' himself. 
Therefore it is well to eat a moderate 
amount of well cooked meat once a day. 


In regard to the proportion of fruits, 


vegetables, fats, sweets and so forth 
which each person can afford to take into 
his system, that must be scientifically de- 
termined in each instance. No general 
rule may be laid down. It may be added, 
however, that as mankind is roughly di- 
visible into two temperaments, the rheu- 
matic and the scrofulous, or consumptive, 
the former class should preserve the 
greater ubstiuence, and the latter may, 
the more safely indulge itself in food. 


In short, eat as little rather than as 


much as you pan.

While it is true that some people havt 


noses that look as if they did not belong 
to their wearers and seem always trying 
to get rid of them—witness Cyrano de 
Bergeruc—it is also true that there are 
innumerable instances where the feature 
assimilates with character and harmo- 
nizes with the whole form and physiogno- 
my. History teems with illustrations ol 
this facf. 


When Socrates was called a sot on ac- 


count of his nose, he acknowledged its 
language was a true index to his natural 
character. Space between the eyes, which 
U filled by the upper nasal extremity, in- 
dicates the organ of form or power ot 
correctly judging local distance and con- 
ditions. 
It was remarkably 
wide in 


Washington's head. Gouverneur Morris, 
one of the most impressive elocutionists 
of our Revolutionary era, had a promi- 
nent and expansive nose, which gave a 
sonorous emphasis to his voice. 


Franklin's nose was said by phrenolo* 


gists to illustrate the economical instinct 
embodied so famously in "Poor Rich- 
ard." 
The chivalric temper of Henry 


Clay was evident in his nose. 
So was 


that 
of 
Alexander 
Hamilton. 
Tom 


Paine's grossness as well as mental vigor 
was symbolized in this feature, and so 
were the strong but unrefined proclivi- 
ties of Gilbert Stuart. Voltaire's nosa 
would seem to be turned up at all crea- 
tion and snuffing a paradox. 


Lavater calls the nose the "seat of de- 


rision." 
He says a beautiful one is 


never found in a countenance otherwise 
ugly, and he considers it "an abutment of 
the brain" and, like the arch in Gothic 
buildings, the essential feature. He de- 
clares: 


"I have never seen a nose with a broad 


back that did not belong to an extraor- 
dinary man, such as Swift, Caesar Bor- 
gia, Titian, etc. Small nostrils are an In- 
dubitable sign of unenterprising timidity; 
the open, breathing nostrils, of sensibil- 
ity." 


A later and more analytic writer finds 


infinite shades of meaning In the shapes 
and size of the nose. The first ridge, just 
above the top, for instance, according to 
his observation, is the sign of self de- 
fense and is large in controversial men. 
By the length of the nose, from the root 
downward at a right angle, be estimates 
the tendency to suspicion. 


Whether one acquiesces in snch details 


of nasal language, there is. no doubt that 
general force of character is associated 
with a certain strength in this feature of 
the face. The Roman aquiline nose is 
identified commonly with high birth or in- 
tellectual vigor, the snub with plebeians, 
the Bardolph with grossness, the re- 
trousse with fun, the flexible nostril with 
feeling, the broad with courage and the 
indented with sensitiveness. 


A cinder in the eye or a cut lip excites 


commiseration, but an accident to tha 
nose provokes a laugh. 
Even common 


parlance seems to have singled out the 
nose, of all features, to treat with con- 
tempt or at least ridicule. "Follow your 
nose!" is the watchword to impertinent 
ciceroni, and to be""led by the nose" is a 
synonym for imbecility. "Nose out of 
joint" is the approved phrase for discom- 
fiture. When a man is too plebeian for a 
challenge and too insignificant to be flog- 
ged, the common method of punishment 
is to tweak his nose. 


"I'll slit the villain's nose!" Is the low- 


est of threats. To turn up the nose at 
an object suggests contempt too small 
for indignntioa, to lay one finger on the 
nose and gyrate all four with the thumb 
for a pivot are vulgar comic gesture*, 
and thus this feature of the human face 
seems, by universal consent, to be asso- 
ciated with the ridiculous and mean 
phases and forms of life. Why ia this? 


Partly because occupying th« center of 


the physiognomy and being the most 
prominent point therein, its least singular- 
ity breaks up the harmony of the whole; 
partly because it is the moat passive yet 
ostentatious of the features and finally 
because its character, being Indicated by 
form—without mobility, like the mouth, 
and changes of tint and size, like tbe eye, 
•—h*as a certain fixed emphasis which 
provokes attention. Hence they are for- 
tunate whose noses have an average typo 
and no special mold whereby they es- 
cape scrutiny. 


If one turns from the form to the us* 


of the nose, one will find somewhat of the 
same deprecatory estimate. To smell out 
a thing, for example, is a figure of speech 
which savors of indignity. 
It has none 


of the perspicacity of vision or the deli- 
cacy of touch. Smell is a sense wherein 
the animals are often 
our superiors, 


which may in a degree account for this 
comparative disrespect. 
It is the sense 


least vaunted as a distinction of humani- 
ty. 
Even Shylock appeals to the eyes 


and hands, but is silent about noses. 


However, the latent affinities of this 


sense are far nearer to tbe mind and far- 
ther removed from the mere animal fac- 
ulty than the vulgar know. "The n»e of 
Incense in churches," says Moataigne, 
"so universally received in all nations 
and religions, was intended to cbeer us 
and to purify the senses, the better to fit 
us for contemplation." He also notes aa 
an idiosyncrasy, " 'Tis not to be believed 
how all sorts of odors eling to m«." 


Although it is the blind who perhaps 


appreciate most fully the full 
signifi- 


cance of scent, even those blessed with 
perfect vision, if of sensitive tempera- 
ment, have in this sense » prompter to 
memory more instant 
than sight or 


touch. Sandalwood can take one to the 
orient; lavender to the rural households 
of aid England; frankincense to the tem- 
ple and cathedral; pine balsam to tbe 
forest. 
What creams of youth and lovo 


and sorrow come with the odor of the 
violet! 
What dreary reminiscence of 


tempestuous voyages with the smell of 
bilge water! How diverse the sensation 
awakened by tbe air of.a boudoir and a 
hospital.—New York Press.

Hiktorle riclfl 'Where Brave De. 


eata* Wsu Killed by Barvoa—The 


M«C**ty mm* Clllty-Gru.\e» 
ef Ho*«r. 


The -little vUlag• of Bladeniburg, about 


n>t> miles from Washington, once tbe 
horn* of th* flower of Maryland's arin- 
teeracy, but now a rambling collection of 
decaying houses, is rich in historical as- 
sociation, but it has attained more prom- 
inence for it* famous dueling ground 
than for any of its other features. A 
short distance outside the town a little 
ravine leads down from the road and 
opens Into a sort of miniature amphi- 
theater, admirably suited to the purpose 
which for many years it served. A slen- 
der stream waiders the length of its 
level, grass covered bottom, while hill* 
rise protectingly on either side, uud two 
great trees, about 80 yards apart, mark 
the ends of the grounds. It is here so 
many "affairs of honor," most of them 
crnel and entirely unnecessary and all un- 
fortunate, have been settled. 


The initiation of the spot into its 


grewsome usage occurred ia the early 
part of the-year 1814, 
when Edward 


Hopkins, an ensign* of infantry, was shot 
kjr an unknown antagonist. The next 
duel followed soon after, when Randall, 
a naval ea«let, -settling a dispute at eight 
pace* with' pistols, killed Fox, a clerk in 
the treasury department. 


Of the many duels that have been 


fought here none birve been more typical 
as'exampUB «f wbat is known as "fire 
eating" tfiftm that between General Ar- 
mistead T,. Mason, United States senator 
from Virginia, and Joha M. McCarty. 
During a political debate insults were 
freely exchanged between the two, and 
Mason challenged McCarty, who was his 
cousin. The challenged party proposed 
that they jump from the dome of the cap- 
itol, theu that they fight with pistols over 
a barr«l of powder, and, finally, that 
they struggle to the death with dirk*. 
All these interesting suggestions were ob- 
jected to by the seconds, who gravely 
stigmatized them as "unusual, extraordi- 
nary and opposed to the code of honor," 
but the matter was settled with muskets 
loaded with ball at ten feet. It is need- 
less to state that the result was most 
sanguinary, for Mason WAS killed out- 
right and McOarty recovered only-after 
a long Illness. 


These and other duels had given the 


place an ill name and an evil reputation, 
when tha country was electrified by the 
startling news of that deplorable affair 
in which the gallant Decatur lost his life. 
The quarrel had arisen between the two 
post capcuiua, Barren ai^ Decatur, over 
the incident of the search of the ill omen- 
ed Chesapeake by the British prior to the 
war of 1812 and the subsequent court 
martial of Ban-on, who at that time was 
in command of the frigate. Decatur was 
a member of the board of judges which 
so severely punished the delinquent and 
had afterward, with, a hostility that now 
seems somewhat uncharitable, opposed 
all the effects of his disgraced brother of- 
ficer toward reinstatement in the navy. 
A long and rancorous correspondence en- 
sued. 
Urged on by interested mischief 


makers, the dispute was carried past the 
hope of friendly adjustment. 
All the 


preliminaries having been arranged, a 
duel was decided upon for March 22, 
1820. 


The men met on the field, and a short 


conversation occurred 
between 
them, 


which was evidently in a conciliatory 
tone, as Barren was overheard to reply 
to a remark of his opponent, "Would to 
God you had said as much yesterday." 
Nevertheless the two officers squared off, 
faced each other at eight paces, raised 
their pistols and at the first utterance of 
the signal of the old dueling code, "One, 
two, three, four; stop!" fired almost si- 
multaneously. Both fell, and Decatur's 
second, Lieutenant Bainbridge, rushing 
forward, found him to all appearances 
dead. In a few moments, however, he 
recovered consciousness and asked to be 
moved to the side of his antagonist, who 
was seriously and at the time believed to 
be mortally wounded. A few almost in- 
audible remarks passed between them, of 
which enough were heard to assure the 
listeners that a reconciliation had taken 
place. Barren murmured something to 
the effect that he hoped they would be 
better friends in the life to come than 
they had been in thiSe t^which the other 
responded, "I have never been your ene- 
my, sir." 
They were removed in car- 


riages to Washington, Decatur to his 
mansion in Lafayette square, where he 
died early the next morning, and Barren 
to the hospital, where, after 
many 


months of pain, he recovered. It is a 
curious fact that both were absolutely 
opposed to dueling on principle, but were 
constrained, the one to prefer and tbe 
other to accept the challenge, because 
they believed their profession of arms 
forbade them to do anything else. 


One morning in the summer of 1836, in 


a cornfield near the town, two young 
midshipmen came to settle their dispute 
by an appeal to arms. The first, named 
Sherbourne, was exceedingly reluctant 
to engage and said to the other, a son 
of the composer of "The Star Spangled 
Banner:" 


"Mr. Key, I have no desire to kill you." 
His antagonist returned: "No matter. 


I came to kill you." 


This was not encouraging, and Sher- 


bourne answered: 
A- 


"Very well; then I will kill you," which 


he promptly proceeded to do, as Key fell 
dead at the first fire. 


A duel which was really more a case of 


murder than an affair of honor was fought 
in 1838 near Bladensburg and, more than 
any other single instance, served to de- 
velop the rapidly growing sentiment 
against the foolish practice. The aged 
Jonathan Cilley, because of his attacks 
in congress upon a certain journal, was 
challenged by the editor of the same 
through a third person named Graves. 
The old man properly refused to consider 
the impertinent note, whereupon Graves 
espoused the cause of the editor upon 
purely technical grounds and forced tho 
matter to nn issue. Cilley, too proud to 
•gain refuse, at last agreed to rifles at 80 
yard*. The first shots were fired, and 
both stood nninjiirpd. but Grnvew still in- 
listed, and at the fourth shot the old 
man dropped with a rifle ball in his 
heart. 


This disgraceful affair excited so much 


public Indignation that from that time 
forth the old dueling ground has answer- 
ed no sterner purpose than to amuse vis- 
itors, hut if the natives are to be credit- 
ed, "hants," as they solemnly aver, "has 
it out cbery night."—New York Tribune.

COAL STRIKE BNDfHO 


' 'As 
forecasted in last evening's 


Transcript the great anthracite coal 
strike is partially over, perhaps prac- 
tically ended. President Mitchell of 
the mine workers of America has is- 
sued a statement to the strikers in 
which he orders resumption of work in 
all the collieries posting notices of 10 
per cent, advance and abolishing* the 
action of the sliding scale. He advices, 
though, that the strike be carried on 
•gainst the companies who have not 
posted such notices and who Eave tak- 
en no suction regarding suspension of 
the sliding scale or the other grievanc- 
es of the miners. As a. large per cent 
of the coal operators have adopted the 
10 per cent, advance It is quite prob- 
ably that the rest of the operators will 
follow and the strike end completely. 


But in Mr. Mitchell's public state- 


ment there are recommendations to 
the miners, recommendations relative 
to the semi-monthly pay day and to 
the adjustment of minor grievances by 
conferences between employer and em- 
ployes that may prove fruitful of se- 
rious disagreement yet. It is to be 
hoped the strike is over completely, 
but cusil consumers will feel easier 
when all the men are at work again 
on a generally accepted basis.

STREET RAILWAY MATTERS 


Annual Meeting Held. Wilting Room in 


Richmond Hotel. Half Far* fer Pupils 


At the annual meetln gof the Hoosao 


Valley street railway company, re- 
cently held, the directors and officer* 
of the company were re-elected without 
change. The regular annual dividend 
of 6 per cent was voted, and the re» 
ports showed tl* company to be In 
prosperous condition. The annual re- 
port for the year ending September 30 
Is not yet made out in form for the 
state commission, but will be sent on 
within a few weeks. 


The question of extension to the 


Clarksburg line and into that town 
was not considered, but it is 
that the work will be able to so 
ward next season, it having been found 
impracticable to do it this year. 


The question of havingr the cars meet 


at the corner of State and Main streets 
instead of In front of the company's 
office has never been formally consid- 
ered, but if It seems to be the popu- 
lar sentiment that the corner would 
be a more convenient place, the com- 
pany will probably adopt the 
plan. 


Pf-esident C. Q. Richmond said 
this 


morning that the \vaitinp room In the 
new Richmond hotel block, announced 
as probable some time ago, had been 
definitely decided upon, and would be 
opened as soon as possible, probably 
withing a month or so. The exact lo- 
cation of this room has not yet been 
decided upon, but it will be on the 
front of the building, so that waiting 
passengers may see the cars as they 
arrive. It will be wanned and furnish- 
ed with seats, and wil1 furnish a con- 
venience which the company as well 
as the public has recognized. 


President Richmond was asked this 


morning in regard to the probable ac- 
tion of the company on the petitions 
which as reported yesterday are being 
circulated for a five-cent fare for work- 
injonen between this city and Adams, 
but said that until thesetition reached 
the company he could not say anything 
in regard to it. 


An interesting point has 5ust been 


raised by a woman In Springfield in 
connection with fares. 
A state law 


provides that street railway compan- 
ies shall sell tickets to school children 
at half rates, to be used in going to 
and from school. This law,, however, 
made no difference with the local com- 
pany, as such half fare tickets had 
been sold for several years. The Ques- 
tion now raised is as to whether the 
normal school may be counted as * 
public school, and pupils for it receive 
half fare. The Springfield street rail- 
way has refused to consider it so, while 
the state officials say that it should be 
so.

MAYOR WILKINSON TESTIFIES 


Rapid Progrtw Made In L. L. Brown 


Hearing Yesterday 


It was another day of important de- 


velopment yesterday in the celebrated 
case of the L. L. Brown Paper com- 
pany aganst Levl L. Brown, and many 
Interesting facts were brought out. Mr. 
Brown was on the stand during all the 
forenoon session undergoing a' cross- 
examination by Lawyer William H. 
Brooks. 


He stated that the volume of bills 


payable of the corporation and which 
he looked after from time to time was 
about $500,000. He said that he could 
not remember of looking at the pass 
books of the company with the First 
national bank of Adams.

The witness also produced the 
discount books of the bank and a lar*re 
part of the session was taken UD in 
his reading various 
entries in

books showing the discounts of bills 
payable of the corporation. 


At a little before 4 o'clock Mr. Cran- 


dall was succeeded by E. S. Wilkinson, 
who said that he was president of the 
Adams national bank of North Adams 
and that he assisted Vp late Sanford 
Blackinton in the settlement ofthe af- 
fairs of the old North Adams woolen 
company. 
The witness stated that 


there were paid directors of that cor- 
poration about 25 per cent, of the 
amount loaned by the directors person- 
ally to the company. On cross-exami- 
nation Mr. Wilkinson said that 
the 


payment was made in 1875 and that all 
the information he had in regard to the 
matter was gained from a statement 
submitted to him from" Mr. Blackinton 
and he did not know whether advance- 
ment was made by Levi L. p.rown per- 
sonally or by L. L. Brown & Co. He 
had no memoranda of record-: in his 
possession that would give the court 
any information on the subject.

"Wife women," a modified form of the 


ancient witolip?. were common enough in 
the rural districts of England when I wns 
a boy. Xot far from my birthplace m 
the north of Kncland wns a "wise wom- 
an" known as Molly the Witch. Some cu- 
rious things wore told about her. As I 
remember it, her birsinpss had begtm 
somewhat to wane,, but a fortunate hit 
made by her 
revived 
her f.iine and 


hroucht Krist to the mill. She lived in a 
small clearing a little way back from a 
highway. She kept fowls and raised a 
few vegetables and a good many dahlias, 
which flowdrs were uncommon then ex- 
cept in the gardens of the rich. She wore 
for business purposes a red skirt with a 
white kirtle over it and on her head a 
high peaked white "mutch" or cap, stiffly 
starched.

Now, nil the big farmers were either 


Church of England men or Methodists, 
while the Irish settlers were Catholics. 
It touched the hearts and consciences 
of some of tho farmers to see these 
strangers without a church of their own 
faith, so a few of them of liberal views 
and generous hearts met a«d raised 
among themselves a sum sufficient to buy 
a strip of land and put up a small chapel 
and parsonage.

Cornelius L. Alrord, Jr., the |6,000 


• year bank note teller, who robbed 
[the First National Bank of New York, 
one of the oldest and richest financial 
Institutions in the United States, of 
9700,000, maintained the most luxuri- 
ous establishment in Mount Vernon, 
toe borne of many very rich. New York 
business men, says the New York 
.World. He lived at the rate of $80,000 
a year. His magnificence has been the 
talk of the town ever since he went 
there to live, six years ago. 


He made no effort to conceal hto ex- 


travagance. 
On the 
contrary,- he 


flaunted it before his fellow townsmen. 
He did not regard the leaders of Mount 
Vernon society exactly with contempt, 
but they were not often Invited to par- 
take of his lavish hospitality. He was 
a princely entertainer, and bin guests 
were usually people from New York. 
Occasionally he would invite the may- 
or of the town, Edwin R. Fiske, to 
a banquet, also some of the members 
of the City club, the fashionable organ- 
ization of Mount Vernon. 


Alvord was In the habit of talking 


somewhat contemptuously about hia 
salary. He said to one Mount Vernon 
friend: "It it only a flea bite to my liv- 
ing expenses, but the position of note 
teller is a valuable one to me.

Alvord weighs nearly 300 


pounds and is so fat that he walks with 
some difficulty. 
He Is a tremendous 


eater, fond of the richest of table deli- 
cacies and has always drunk cham- 
pagne at dinner. The Alvords have 
three children—Helen, aged 8; Harry, 
aged 5, and Gladys, aged 2. 


The home in Mount Vernon IB not 


any finer on the outside than the neigh- 
boring houses. It is at 227 Summit 
;i venue, in Chester Hill, the fine resi- 
dential section of the town. All of the 
property in that neighborhood is re- 
stricted. The Alvords went to Mount 
Vernon six years ago. He bought the 
land on which the bouse stands for $G,- 
000. The plot has a frontage of 100 
feet and a depth of 100 feet. The house 
cost originally $8.000 to build, but Its 
interior has been changed and elabo- 
rated from time to time. Much money 
was sp*tt on the dining room, which ia 
paneled with expensive woods. 


The villa is a three story affair paint-

He always bought 
the best of everything and never hag- 
gled over price.

The latest venture of the 
enterprising authorities of the Flowery 
Land Is in the direction of architec- 
ture, a matter In which up to the pres- 
ent Japan has been particularly con- 
servative. 


It will be remembered that Crown 


Prince Yoshihito was married a short 
time ago amid universal rejoicing. It

The socialist-labor party of this city 


held its one rally of the campaign last 
evening, when Michael T. Berry, of 
Haverhill, the candidate far governor 
on the socialist-labor ticket, was pres- 
ent and s.,oke. The rally was not an 
elaborate affair, and the attendance 
was small, not over 150 men being' in 
the hall. So far as now expected, 
however, it was the only rally that the 
party will hold in the city before the 
presidential election. 


There were no other speakers, ex- 


cept the chairman, and Mr. Berry held 
the floor for an hour and a half, giving 
in detail the argument of the party, 
and making applications of'it to the 
present campaign as it has changed 
the issues of the other rarlies. He is 
a rapid speaker, fluent and easy, and 
showed less tendency to become boist- 
erous in his denunciation of the exist- 
ing order of things than many of the 
socialist speakers here have done. He 
was heard with close attention, and 
frequently applauded. 


William Knockles was chairman, 


and in calling the meeting to order he 
read the platform of the socialist-la- 
bor party. This is the same platform 
he said, that the party had when it 
was first organized. The principles are 
the same, and there has been no need 
to change it. He then introduced Mr. 
Barry, who is by trade a shoemaker 
of Haverhill, and to whom the chair- 
man paid a tribute as the candidate for 
governor. 


The socialist-labor party has a mis- 


sion to perform, Mr. Berry said in 
opening his address. 
The republican 


party is represented by "Silent Bill," 
and the democratic party by "Noisy 
Bill" from Lincoln, but the socialist 
party is represented by a workingman, 
a machinist. 


He scored both republican and de- 


mocratic parties severely, saying that 
the republican party insults the work- 
ingman by saying the -were never be- 
'ore as prosperous as now. Both par- 
eis are smeared with the blood of the 
orking class. Democratic and repub- 
can judees will grant 
injunctions 


gainst the workingrnan, and their 
overnors will see that the working- 


man Is shot down when he strikes. 
3oth parties are "highbinders." Their 
istory for the past 20 years shows it.
